Harrisburg, April 24 tAP»—-Inde­ 
pendent of the analyzing of stock 
feeds by the federal government, the 
state departm ent of agriculture last 
year disqualified 90 samples of stock 
feeding stuffs. 
The federal authorities under the 
federal food and drugs act in the 
eastern inspection district of the 
food, drug and insecticide adminis­ 
tration of the United States depart­ 
m ent of agriculture during the year 
ending December 31, 1929 seized 26 
food stuffs. In addition there were 
27 citations to manufacturers for 
i hearings in this district which in­ 
cludes all the Atlantic states and 
Vermont, Pennsylvania and West 
Virginia. 
Register Feeds 
Under the provisions of the feed­ 
ing stuffs law of 1909, as amended, 
all commercial feeding stuffs offered 
for sale in Penasylvania must be 
registered for each calendar year 
! before being offered for sale. 
All 
sacks or attached cards must bear 
the name of the brand or trade 
name of the article, name of the 
m anufacturer or importer, guaran­ 
tees for protein, fat and fiber and 
statem ents of composition or names 
of ingredients. 
Provision is also 
made for the examming or analysis 
i of special samples for residents of 
' Pennsylvania. 
Feeding stuffs are 
defined to include all by-product 
materials, mixed feeds and mineral 
mixtures used for feeding domestic 
animals and poultry 
4,983 Brands 
Nine 
hundred 
and 
ninety-two 
companies last year registered 4,083 
brands and kinds of materials of 
feeding stuffs. 
One thousand and 
99 samples were collected of which 
968 were analyzed resulting in 90 
failures to qualify. 
Four hundred 
and forty-eight special samples of 
feeding stuffs examined 
* 
No violations were found by the 
state departm ent during February 
but last mouth there w’ere 20 viola­ 
tions, a figure approximately 22 per 
(cent of the number of violations for 
the whole year of 1929 
The March 
’violations were grouped as follows: 
adulteration, I; fiber high, I; fiber 
high and fat low. I; metal fasteners 
toed and not permitted, 2; non­ 
registrations, 13; pro!,in and fat
